“SELLING UR INVASION of the European market is at last

‘There may be little tariff spite- 
fences thrown up here and there, but cheapness and excellence 
can not long be withstood, and one after another our specialties will 
prevail. Even our own peculiar Fourth of July is being exported 
largely. From the accounts of celebrations in foreign capitals, the 
traveling American will presently be able to enjoy his Fourth in 
whatever far place of the earth he may find himself on that day. 
All of which makes pleasant reading in times when the professional 
gloom-spreader is so busy. A few more years of such prosperity 
ought to illumine even the columns of the Commoner with the 
golden light of hope. 





SUNDAY HE POSSIBLE subtleties of Sabbath-breaking have 
GAMES. been picturesquely,and abundantly demonstrated 

hereabouts. We have had, for example, a judicial noti- 
fication that golf may rightly be played on the Sabbath, but that 
base-ball is sinful. This is vastly subtle. The lay mind is unequal 
to so fine a distinction. It is true that base-ball is more apt than 
golf to be played by coarse, uneducated persons whose marners 
grievously affront the sensibilities of the better class. But then, 
golf, as played, dressed and spoken by some of our amateur 
Scotchmen, would not only break the Sabbath, but would 
break Monday, Tuesday and every other day in the week. 
In the end we shall probably be let to decide each for him- 
self just what kind of rest rests him most on this day of rest. 
This, at any rate, seems to be the solution of the Sunday 
question desired and expected by some of our influential 
clergymen whose orthodoxy is otherwise unassailable. Several 
of them have intimated that the out-of-door sports are genu- 
ine and entirely acceptable forms of worship, and others have 
urged the repeal of all Sunday laws based solely upon the 
fancied demands of religion. Some irritating anomalies may 
be expected while the crusade is new, and until these statutes 
of a darkened generation are construed off the books. But a 
release from the morbid fear which the old theology cunningly 
nourished, and an awakening love for the wholesome things 
of the outer air, will, in a few more years, banish the super- 
stition that one day of the week is holier than another, or 
less to be used in answer to man’s needs as he himself shall 
determine them. 


AS. TO -—« TERMS supply many good reasons 
WEATHER. why the spirit of mortal should not be 

proud. Aside from a few artificial devices 
for his protection, paltry, awkward and unavailing, man born 
of woman is at the mercy of the elements as much as are the 
beasts of the field. Especially is he ineffective against heat. 
In a crowded city after the third or fourth day of heat, 
human beings and horses begin to die in the same manner 
and in the same careless, off-hand profusion. It is seen 
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then that the life of a human is not more sacred than the life of 
any brute, and that both are held under the same terms in the 
sinister ovens that heat makes of a city’s streets. For a moment we 
may comprehend something of what “survival of the fittest” means. 
Man may possibly survive his yellow dog; and, again, the dog may 
be the fitter and superior to the man for the present needs of this 
puzzling world. And yet, while these mortuary phenomena are not 
calculated to enlarge the pride of man, a clear perception of their 
significance should measurably fortify him against their cause. For 
since we are, one by one, so absurdly inconsequent to the scheme, 
we can surely worry less. And worry is the heat’s most efficient 
deputy. If nothing else can beguile us to worry, we worry about 
the heat itself. As a step to the correction of this common hot- 
weather vice, a law should be passed to suppress the thermometer. 
A man can keep his own temperature at least three degrees above 
that recorded by the thermometer if he will watch one anxiously 
enough. And a thermometer is never consulted except in discomfort. 
No one had ever the least curiosity about the temperature on a day 
entirely pleasant; which, of itself, should be conclusive against 
this pernicious instrument. It should be enough to know in a 
general way that mercury, in common with most bodies, does expand 
with heat. No one ought ever to watch it doing so, and it should 
be made a misdemeanor to expose a thermometer in a public place. 
It is in these little indirect ways that the rigors of a hot Summer 
may be slightly abated. Of course it is too soon yet by a thousand 
years or so for the human mind to grasp the idea of dressing in 
accordance with the weather. For that length of time, at least, it 
will be considered indecent for a man not to wear various unneces- 
sary, unsightly and unsanitary woolen garments. For so long, at 
least, the fat man will go on trying to feel cool in his heavy woolen 
clothes, and always looking foolisher than a truck-horse in a straw 
hat trimmed with pink ribbon. But eventually our sense of fitness 
will triumph. After a few dozen more generations have com- 
prehended the hygienic and esthetic sinfulness of the present 
masculine hot-weather dress, some genius will discover that God 
never did ordain it unchangeably ; and thereupon it will be suitably 
amended.
